" USE OF LEISURE. 


Views about what is desirable or 
necessary in. education vary much, | 
‘and change with the times, . At pre- 
sent boys and girls are trained to 
béecome.so far efficient that they 
may reasonably be expected to 
dovelop into citizens capable of 


earning their own ving in numer- |: 


ous occupations. The clomentary 
schools turn out hundreds of thou- 
sands of children each year ready 
to tind places in tho world of in- 
dustry. . Private schools and col- 
loges, ‘central, secondary, and 
grammar schools, and the public 
schools of the country give addi- 
tional education to multitudes, aim- 
ing to fit them for. work that de- 
mands more intelligenco than the 
“hewing of -wood and drawing of. 
water.” ' All children do not con- 
form to these Initial ideas. Some 
climb from the lower schools to the 
highest positions in trade, com.- 
merce, and the professions. To 
the brainy youth doors open in

The report of the Society for the 
Protection of Children for. the 
period ended . November 14 Is ‘as 
under:— : 

“The Society was constituted on 
January 21, 1930, at a meeting held 
under. the chairmanship of Sir 
Cecil Clementi, K.C.M.G. Ite 

_ Alms and Objects, as laid down by 
the Constitution, are printed on the 
last page of this report. 

The first object of your Commit- 
teo was to raise sufficient funds 
to admit of the Society engaging 
the services of an Inspector. The 
Government contributed a sum of 
$3,000 and by the end of April the 
generous response of those to 
ewhom the Society appealed for 
assistance produced .a sum which 
justified the Committee in engag- 
ing an Inspector ‘and equipping an 


ce. ‘ 

In this connection the Committee 
particularly, desires to thank Mr, 
Wai Shiu-pak for his handsome 
donation of $10,000, ; 

The Committee, at first experi- 
-eneed some difficulty in obtaining 
the services of a person with the re- 
quisite qhalifications for an Inspec- 
tor’ but in August appointed on 
probation Miss Seto Wal Shoung, 
B.A. Ginling College, Nanking, 
qwho had made a particular atudy of 
sociological matters, Including child 
welfare, , 

‘A note on the caso investigated 
by Miss Seto appears elaewhere in 
this report and the Committee feels 
that her work has been in every 
way satisfactory. ‘ 

Your Committee has prepared for

Cases Investigated. 

As mentioned’ elsewhere in thia 
report the Society had no Inspector 
until the appointment of Miss Seto 
in August. : 
+The total, number of cases in- 
vestigated between August 1 and 
November’ 14 was 27. . 

August and September produced 
only four cases in all, but in Octo- 
ber 13 cases were Investigated and 
the first 14 days of November pro- 
duced a further 10 cases.  —s. 

Tho 27 cases investigated affect- 
ed-the welfare of 27 children and 
involved 49eoffenders advised. 
‘In 26 cases the parents ‘were 
advised or warned, and in 11 of 
these the Inspector arranged «for 
medical treatment, ‘on several .oc- 
casions accompanying the parents 
on their taking the children. to hos- 
pital. No prosecutions were con- 
sidered necessary, . :
